SEND MESSAGEES OF CONDOLENCE TO GOVTS CONCERNED. MALIK 
(USSR ) WALKED OUT WHEN TEKOAH (ISRAEL) BEGAN TO SPEAK. STATE- 
MENTS ON ME WERE MADE BY REPS 

YUGOSLAVIA, FRANCE, AUSTRAI, SYRIA, INDONESIA, INDIA AND SUDAN. 

NO RESES WERE SUGGESTED. AND PRES STATED TIME OF NEXT MEETING 
WOULD BE SET AFTER CONSULTATIONS. 

SC RECEIVED UNTSO REPORT TO SYG (S/7930/ADD.2161) STATING 
EGYPTIANS REQUESTED EVACUATION OF ALL OBSERVATION POSTS 
WITHOUT DELAY, AND MAINTAINED REQUEST IN SPITE OF SIILASVUO'S 
EXPLANATION OF HIS POSITION. THERE WAS NO ALTERNATIVE BY 
TO ALLOW EVACUATION WHERE IT BECAME NECESSARY. SIX OPS 
AND ISMALIA CONTROL CENTER ON WEST BANK OF SUEZ EVACUATED 
TO CAIRO OCT. 8. ON EAST BANK, THREE POSTS CLOSED, TWO 
OTHERS CLOSED BUT OBSERVERS NOT YET ACCOUNTED FOR, AND NO 
WORD FROM THIRD SINCE OCT 6. IN ISRAEL/SYRIA SECTOR, ALL BUT 
THREE POSTS CONTINUED FUNCTION, REPORT STATED. 

YUGOSLAV VICE PRIMIN MINIC SAID ARAB PEOPLES OF PALESTINE RESISTING

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FRENCH REP DE GUIRINGUAD, WHILE NOT OPPOSTING ADOPTION OF 
CEASEFIRE. FELT TIME HAD COME FOR SC TO REALLY ASSERT 
ITS RESPONSIBILITES AND MAKE MAJOR EFFORT TO ESTABLISH FRAMEWORK 
FOR GENERAL SETTELEMENT (WITH GUARANTEE BY INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY), FOR STEPS TO END WAR, OPEN OR LATENT, WHICH 
HAD NOT CEASED IN ME FOR 25 YEARS. IN HIS VIEW, HASTY 
SC DECISION COULD ONLY FURTHER COMPLICATE ALREADY COMPLEX 
SITUATION. JANKOWITSCH (AUSTRIA), ON OTHERHAND, THOUGHT 
PRIMARY TASK WAS CALL FOR ' IMMEDIATE CEASEFIRT," ADDING "CALL 
FOR PEACE, CALL TO SAVE HUMAN LIFE, SHOULD BE UNEQUIVOCAL, 
UNANIMOUS AND STRONG." 

SYRIAN DEPFONMIN ISMAIL, IN LONG , VITRILIC STATEMENT DIRECTED 
AGAINST BOTH ISRAEL AND US, SAID EGYPT AND SYRIA FIGHTING 
FOR THEIR OWN TERRITORY, IT WAS "ANTIONAL LIBERATION" STRUGGLE, 
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AND UN SHOULD SUPPORT IT. HE CRITICIZED US VETO OF SC RES IN 
JULY AND DEMANDED 

CHARTER BE AMENDED TO END VETO POWER. HE READ OUT DESPATCH 
REPORTING ISRAELIS BOMBED SOVIET CULTURAL CENTER AND HOS- 
PITAL IN DAMASCUS AND MENTIONED DEATHS OF DIPLOMATS 
AND THEIR FAMILIES. MALIK (USSR) CONFIRMED DEATHS OF SOVIET 
CITIZENS DURING "BARBARIC" BOMBING, ADDING EMBASSIES 
OF 10 COUNTRIES DESTROYED. 

PRES GAVE FLOOR TO THOSE WISHING EXPRESS CONDOLENCES ON LOSS OF

CONDOLENCES" TO GOVTS OF USSR, NORWAY AND TO UN, BUT 
RESPONSIBILITY HAD TO BE PLACED WHERE IT BELONGED. MALIK 
INTERRUPTED TO DECLARE HE WAS UNWILLING HEAR CONDOLENCES FROM 
REP OF MURDERERS AND WALKEDOUT. TEKOAH WAS NOT SURPRISED 
SOV REP LEFT SOON AS THERE WAS MENTION OF "RESPONSIBILITY." 

AS TEKOAH CONTINUED HE WAS INTERRUPTED BY SUDANESE FONMIN THREE 
TIMES ON GROUNDS ISRAELI REP GOING BEYOND CONDOLENCES, 

AND PRES ASKED THAT RULES BE RESPECTED. 

AFTER EGYPTIAN FONMIN EL-ZAYYAT REPORTED AIR RAID ON CAIRO AND 
FOUR "WAR CRIMINALS" IN EGYPTIAN HANDS, FURTHER CONDOLENCES 
ON LOSS OF INNOCENT LIVES EXPRESSED BY US, UK, INDIA, AUSTRIA, 

KENYA, YUGOSLAVIA, PANAMA, GUINEA AND PERU. 

ANWAR SANK (INDONESIA) SUPPORTED EFFORTS OF ARABS TO REGAIN THEIR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OCCUPIED TERRITORIES , SAID SC SHOULD ACT SPEEDILY TO 
ACHIEVE CEASEFIRE, PARTIES SHOULD RETURN TO LINES ESTABLISHED 
BEFORE 1967 WAR, AND THERE COULD THEN BE NETOTIATIONS ON 
OUTSTANDING ISSUES, INCLUDING RIGHTS OF PALESTINIANS, SEN 
(INDIA) ALSO SUPPORTED ARAB LINE, SAID SC VETO ON ME QUESTION 
EARLIER THIS YEAR GAVE ARABS CLEAR MESSAGE FORCE WAS ONLY 
RECOURSE, AND HE SUPPORTED CALL FOR COMPLETE ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL

UPPER VOLTA-REPRESENTING SIX MEMBER STATES OF 
PERMANENT INTERSTATE COMMISSION OF SAHELIAN REGION, HEAD OF 
STATE GENERAL SANGOULE LAMIZANA PRESENTED CONCISE WRAP-UP 
OF CURRENT DROUGHT SITUATION, PRAISED THOSE ASSISTING IN 
RELIEF EFFORT, AND PROPOSED WAYS TO COMBAT FUTURE DROUGHT AND 
DESICCATION IN REGION. PRESIDENT LAMIZANA DECLARED THAT 
ENTIRE WORLD AWARE OF FIVE-YEAR SAHELIAN DROUGHT AFFECTING 
SIX STATES OF UPPER VOLTA, MALI, MAURITANIA, NIGER, SENEGAL 
AND CHAD. LAST YEAR. HOWEVER, DROUGHT WAS MORE SERIOUS 
THAN EVER, KILLING AS MUCH AS 80 PERCENT OF LIVESTOCK IN 
SOME AREAS. DRYING UP WELLS AND DESTROYING FUTURE FERTILITY OF 
AGRICULTURAL LANDS. HE DECLARED THAT MILLIONS OF PEOPLE HAD 
FACED SPECTRE OF FAMINE. ACKNOWLEDGING THAT PEOPLE AND 
GOVERNMENTS OF REGION HAD RESPONSIBILITY TO HELP 
THEMSELVES, AND NOTING INABILITY OF COUNTRIES TO DEAL WITH 
THEIR PROBLEM, PRESIDENT LAMIZANA WARMLY PRAISED 
"REMARKABLE EFFORTS" BY, INTER ALIA, FAO, EEC, US, FRANCE, 

CANADA, AND NUMBER OF LARGE AFRICAN STATES-EGYPT, 

ZAIRE, NIGERIA, AND ALGERIA. LAMIZANA PRAISED THESE COUNTRIES 
FOR PROVIDING FOOD AND ESPECIALLY CARGO PLANES FOR RELIEVING 
TRANSPORTATION BOTTLENECK. PRESIDENT LAMIZANA NOTED THAT 
FORMATION IN SEPTBMER 1972 OF PERMANENT INTERSTATE COMMISSION 
(PIC) BY SIX STATES MOST AFFECTED BY DROUGHT WAS EFFORT 
BY THESE GOVERNMENTS TO UNDERTAKE COORDINATED AND ADVANCED 
MEASURES TO RESTORE REGION. PIC HAD AUTHORIZED PROGRAMS 
WORTH $975 MILLION (FAR BEYOND RESOURCES OF AFFECTED COUNTRIES) 

BUT LAMIZANA EMPHASIZED THAT SAHELIAN REGION REALLY NEEDED 
MARSHALL PLAN. NOTING THAT ADVANCED TECHNOLOGY HAD 
TRANSFORMED DESERTS INTO GARDENS, HE APPEALED TO DEVELOPED 
NATIONS AND DROUGHT RELIEF DONORS TO CONTINUE THEIR AID 
AND PROVIDE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE TO TRANSFORM REGION INTO 
PRODUCTIVE AREA. HE ALSO ASKED EXTERNAL CREDITORS OF SIX 
AFFECTED STATES TO LOWER OR ABROGATE THEIR EXTERNAL DEBTS.

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NOTING THIS MIGHT CREATE PRECEDENT, HE STRESSED THAT 
CREDITORS MUST SHOW UNDERSTANDING FOR REGION'S PROBLEMS. 

CONCLUDING, PRESIDENT LAMIZANA STATED THAT "CLIMATIC 
BALANCE IS AT STAKE". "WORLD HAS GROWN SMALLER: BY SAVING 
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US YOU WILL HAVE CONTRIBUTED TO SAVING YOURSELVES." 

MALAYSIA -PERM REP H.M. ZAKARIA WELCOMED UN ADMISSION OF 
BAHAMAS, GDR AND FRG, STATING ADMISSION OF THE TWO 
GERMANYS AND RECENTLY CONCLUDED BERLIN ACCORD ARE 
"IMPORTANT MILESTONES" IN PROGRESS TOWARDS INTERNATIONAL 
HARMONY AND ACCORD. HE PRAISED SPIRIT OF DETENTE AS 
EXEMPLIFIED BY DIALOGUE BETWEEN SOVIET AND AMERICAN 
LEADERS, ESTABLISHMENT OF REGULAR CONTACT BETWEEN US AND 
PRC, AND CONVENING OF CSCE. AS COUNTRY PURSUING POLICY 
OF NON-ALIGNMENT, MALAYSIA WELCOMED DETENTE BECAUSE OF 
NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT'S ROLE IN PREVENTING BIG POWER CON 
FRONT ATION AND BREAKING DOWN "BARRIERS OF COLD WAR." IN 
FUTURE, NON-ALIGNED MOVEMENT WILL PLAY SIGNIFICANT ROLE IN 
PREVENTING BIG POWER CONFRONTATION FROM BECOMING BIG POWER 
HEGEMONY. PERM REP WARNED THAT DETENTE DOES NOT GUARANTEE 
PEACE, E.G., RENEWED HOSTILITIES IN ME. HE ASSERTED THAT REAL 
SUCCESS OF DETENTE "WILL BE MEASURED IN TERMS OF ITS CONTRIBUTION 
TOWARDS ACHIEVING PURPOSES AND PRINCIPLES OF UN." 

DETENTE WILL BE MEANINGLESS UNLESS MAJOR POWERS WORK TOWARD 
STRENGHTNING UN, WILL "FALL SHORT OF OUR EXPECTATIONS" 

UNLESS ALL PARTIES ATTAIN GOAL OF COMPLETE DISARMAMENT, 

WILL HAVE "NO RELEVANCE" UNLESS IT IT SPEEDS PACE OF 
DECOLONIZATION AND WILL HAVE NO ECONOMIC RELEVANCE UNLESS 
DEVELOPED COUNTRIES HELP REDRESS ECONOMIC DISPARITIES IN 
WORLD. TURNING TO ME CONFLICT, PERM REP ASSERTED MALAYSIS'S 
SYMPATHIES ARE WITH ARABS, CONDEMNED ISRAELI OCCUPATION OF 
ARAB LANDS AND EMPHASIZED THAT UN SHOULD SECURE JUSTICE 
AND PEACE ON BASIS OF COMPLETE ISRAELI WITHDRAWAL FROM 
ARAB TERRITORIES. ON KOREA, PERM REP APPLAUDED DIALOGUE 
BETWEEN TWO KOREAS AS CONTRIBUTING TOWARDS RELAXATION OF 
TENSIONS IN THAT AREA, NOTED MALAYSIA'S DIPLOMATIC RELATIONS 
WITH BOTH KOREAS, AND HOPED THEIR DIALOGUE WOULD BRING 
ABOUT NOT ONLY PEACE BUT ALSO "NATIONAL REUNIFICATION BETWEEN 
TWO DIVIDED COUNTRIES." 

ON OTHER ASIAN ISSUES, HE APPLAUDED INDIA-PAKIST AN 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AGREEMENT, HOPED THAT BANGLADESH WOULD BE GRANTED EARLY UN 
ADMISSION, PRAISED VIETNAM AND LAOS ACCORDS, AND REGRETTED 
CONTINUED FIGHTING IN CAMBODIA. "PEOPLE OF THAT COUNTRY 
SHOULD BE ALLOWED TO DETERMINE THEIR OWN FUTURE WITHOUT 
INTERFERENCE FROM OUTSIDE." ON OTHER INTERNATIONAL ISSUES, 
ZAKARIA STATED "COMPREHENSIVE TEST BAN TREATY IS LONG OVERDUE," 
SUPPORTED WDC UNDER AEGIS OF UN, ENDORSED AT SOME LENGTH ZONES 
OF PEACE IN SEA (KL DECLARATION), INDIAN OCEAN, AND LA, 

AND CONDEMNED RACISM IN SOUTHER AFRICA. 

ZAKARIA EXPRESSED "PROFOUND INTEREST" IN FORTHCOMING LOS 
CONFERENCE AND HOPED THAT IT WOULD ACHIEVE POSITIVE 
RESULTS IN ESTABLISHING AN EQUITABLE BASIS FOR DISTRIBUTION 
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OF SEA RESOURCES AND DETERMINING QUESTION OF SOVEREIGNTY 
OVER TERRITORIAL SEAS. NOTING THAT LDC'S BEAR PRIMARY RES- 
PONSIBILITY FOR IMPROVING THEIR ECONOMIES AND POOR RESULTS 
OF FIRST TWO YEARS OF THE SECOND DEVELOPMENT DECADE, PERM 
REP ASSERTED THAT DEVELOPED COUNTRIES MUST LIBERALIZE 
THEIR TRADING PATTERNS WITH LDC'S FOR MUTUAL 
BENEFITS AND MAKE CONCERTED EFFORT MAKE DEVELOPMENT 
STRATEGY WORK. HE ENDORSED NON ALIGNED SUMMIT PROPOSAL THAT 
LDC'S EXPORTING COMMODITIES SHOULD FORM AN OPEC TYPE 
ASSOCIATION TO INCREASE THEIR BARGAINING POSITION 
VIS-A-VIS DEVELOPED COUNTRIES.

OF ARMS, HE DECLARED, CARRIES GERMS OF ITS OWN DESTRUCTION;

DISARMAMENT. REFERRING TO ASIA.HE PRAISED CEASE FIRE IN 
VIETNAM (AND END TO 18 YEARS' US COMMITMENT) ; CESSATION OF 
BOMBING IN CAMBODIA; REPATRIATION OF PAK POW'S :; AND 
LAOTIAN COALITION GOVERNMENT. ON CAMBODIA, FONMIN VOICED 
SUPPORT GRUNK ITS CONCEPT OF NEUTRALITY, AND ITS RIGHT TO 
SERVE AS SPOKESMAN FOR CAMBODIAN PEOPLE. TURNING TO 
KOREA, CISSOKO ASSERTED UN INTERVENTION IS GRAVE CONTRA 
DICTION TO CHARTER AND DECLARED UN COULD ONLY REJECT PROPOSALS 
AIMED AT MAINTAINING DIVISION OF COUNTRY. CONCERNING

WITH UN FOR RE-ESTABLISHMENT OF PEACE IN SOURTHER FRICA. 

CISSOKO EXPRESSED HOPE THAT US CONGREE WOULD TERMINATE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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IMPORTATION OF RHODESIAN CHROME. HE PROPOSED END TO SYG 
CONTACTS ON NAMIBIA. CITING WIDENING GAP BETWEEN DEVELOPED 
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AND DEVELOPING CONTRIES, CISSOKO FORESAW THREAT OF 
SHARPENING DIVISION OF WORLD INTO TWO POLES, WITH GROWING 
RISK OF WIDESPREAD HUNGER . REFERRING TO DROUGHT, CISSOKO 
EXPRESSED APPRICIATION FOR NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL 
ASSISTANCE, AND URGED MEDIUM AND LONG-TERM PLANS BE 
UNDERTAKEN TO AID SAHELIAN NATIONS. 

SRILANKA - IN COMPREHENSIVE SPEECH PERMREP H S 
AMERASHINGHE LAMENTED OVERTHROW OF CHILEAN GOVERNMENT AND 
ASSERTED THAT INTERNAL FORCES OF REACTION "WOULD NOT 
SHRINK FRM ENLISTING SUPPORT OF EXTERNAL FORCES

AGRARIAN AND INDISTRY TAKEOVERS OCCURRED, POLITICANS 
AND VILLAGERS WERE ASSAASINATED AND, HE EMPHASIZED, FOREIGNERS 
WERE ENTERING AT LARGE RATE "WITH SOLE PURPOSE OF SETTING

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TO UN CHARTER PRINCIPLES ON HUMAN RIGHTS, DECOLONIALIZATION, 
FRIENDLY RELATIONS AMONG STATES. HE PLEDGED SUPPORT FOR 
UN UNIVERSALITY AND HOPE THAT UN WOULD NOT BE ISOLATED FROM 
WORLD BUT THAT BILATERAL AND MULITILATERAL WORK WOULD BE 
MUTALLY SUPPORTIVE. HIS GOVT IS TOTALLY COMMITTED TO 
PRINCIPLE OF NON-INTERVENTION OF COUNTRIES IN INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS OF OTHER COUNTRIES. FOR THIS REASON, HE SAID FIRST 
STEP HIS GOVT TOOK WAS TO BREAK RELATIONS WITH CUBA. HE 
CITED SEVERAL INCIDENTS OF CUBAN INVOLVEMENT IN CHILEAN 
AFFAIRS, INCLUDING EVIDENCE THAT NUMBERS OF "CUBAN AGENTS. 

SOME OFFICIAL AND SOME NON-OFFICIAL" INFLITRATED "INTERNAL 
POLITICS" AND EVEN "FOREIGN POLICY." ON THIS POINT, HE 
ENDED WITH CASTRO JULY 29, 1973 LETTER TO ALLENDE IN 
WHICH CASTRO ADVISED HIM TO CALL UPON WORKING CLASS "TO 
DEFEND THE REVOLUTION". HUERTA SAID RECENT SC COMPLAINT 
BY CUBA WAS CUBAN ATTEMPT COVER UP ITS INTERFERENCE IN 
CHILEAN INTERNAL AFFAIRS. 

TURNING TO RELATIONS WITH SOCIALIST COUNTRIES, CHILE BROKE 
RELATIONS WITH DPRK WHEN CHILE DISCOVERED DPRK WAS TRAINING 
GUERRILLAS IN CHILE. VICE ADMIRAL CONTINUED THAT CHILE 
WISHES TO MAINTAIN RELATIONS WITH ALL COUNTRIES IR- 
RESPECTIVE OF DIEOLOGIES AND NOTED "CURIOUS UNITY" OF 
COUNTRIES WHO BROKE RELATIONS WITH THEM AND WHO SAID TIES 
"SIMPLY SUSPENDED". HIS GOVT SUPPORTS IDEOLOGICAL PLURALISM 
AND THERE WILL BE NO BARRIERS TO THOSE WHO MUST NOW TAKE 
INITIATIVE "TO RESUME" RELATIONS. 

HUERTA PLEDGED STRONGEST SUPPORT FOR STRENGTHENING 
TIES WITH LAS INCLUDING WORK THROUGH REGIONAL ORGS. HE 
EMPHASIZED "EMPHATICALLY" CHILE'S SUPPORT FOR PRINCIPLE OF 
PERMANENT S OVEREIGHTY OVER NATURAL RESOURCES. RIGHT OF NATIONS 
TO DISPOSE OF OWN RESOURCES. AND MEXICAN PROPOSED CHARTER ON 
RIGHTS AND DUTIES OF STATES. ON FOREIGN INVESTMENT, CHILE 
WILL NOT ACCEPT "ECONOMIC IMPERIALISM." WHETHER IT EMANATES 
FROM STATES OR FROM GREAT TRANSNATIONAL CORPORATIONS. HE 
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CONTINUED CHILE WILL FIGHT IN UN AGAINST ANY FORM OF COLONIALISM 
OR NEO-COLONIALISM AND REAFFIRMED CHILE'S COMMITMENT TO NON- 
ALIGNMENT. ON LOS. HE SUPPORTS CONFERENCE, AND 200-MILE 
TERRITORIAL LIMIT.

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IN DISCUSSION OF BOND ISSUE, CHINESE SAID THEY WOULD VOTE

OF CHARTER. STOTTLEMYER STATED BOND ISSUE INVOLVED BINDING

155 AND 156 IN SPREADING SOME $12 MILLION WITHOUT BACKING

TRANSFER OF HR DIV TO GENEVA, OPPOSED AUTOMATIC STAFF 
INCREASES, HOPED FOR REDUCTION IN PERM CONTRACTS AND GREATER 
EQUITABLE GEOGRAPHICAL DISTRIBUTION, SAID AMS SHOULD BE 
REPLACED BY SMALL SECRETARIAT GROUP, AND STATED INCORPORATION 
OF FIVE CLASSES INTO BASIC SALARY SCALE UNJUSTIFIED AND SHOULD 
BE CONSIDERED FIRST BY NEW ICSC (HE WOULD SAY MORE ON IT LATER). 

HE WANTED ACABQ STUDY EFFECTS OF INFLATION AND "MONETARY 
INSTABILITY OF CAPITALIST WORLD", SAID TA SHOULD BE FINANCED 
VOLUNTARILY IN DONOR COUNTRY'S CURRENCY, AND APPEARED 
GIVE "BOILER PLATE" LECTURE ON SO-CALLED USSR PLAN TO SOLVE 
UN'S FINANCIAL PLIGHT. 

IRANIAN REP THOUGHT BUDGET INCREASES MODEST; DISAGREED WITH 
ACABQ DECISION TO COMPARE COMBINED 1972/73 BUDGETS WITH 1974/75, 
BUDGET; THOUGHT ACC SUGGESTION TO ASSESS IN PRINCIPAL CURRENCIES 
SEEMED REASONABLE, BUT ADDED ALL ASPECTS OF PROBLEM NEEDED 
CAREFUL STUDY. HE SUGGESTED PERMANENT INTERGOVERNMENTAL BODY
